DETAILS IN TRAINING OF AFRICAN AVIATORS GIVEN

[Text] The South African Air Force says it is prepared to train black pilots. 
While most African countries prefer to have local men flying their aircraft 
the extensive training required to handle the new generation of jets has 
meant that many still rely on foreigners "loaned" by friendly governments. 
Brendan Nicholson of The Star's Africa News Service reports. 


The skies over Africa are patrolled by a cosmopolitan breed of local and 
foreign airmen whose politics are as diverse as the aircraft they fly. 


While the French are likely to be in Zaire for some time the Russians in the 
Congo will remain there only as long as it takes the government of President 
Denis Sassou-Nguesso to complete its political swing from red to pale pink 
that is being made with anxious over-the-shoulder glances towards the Kremlin. 


The Russians are making the most of what time they have left. Observers say 
they have seen even the up-to-date Mig-25 Foxbar silhouetted against the sun- 
set over the musky, lily-filled waters of the Stanley Pool between Kinshasa 
and Brazzaville. 


No nation has become more directly involved in post-colonial Africa than the 
French, whose Jaguar close-support and fighter aircraft have battered Libyan 
troops in Chad and Algerian-backed, Russian~-armed Polisario guerillas in 
Mauritania and the Western Sahara. 


In both "campaigns" the Anglo-French-built Jaguars have been guided to their 
targets by high-flying Bruguet-Atlantique reconnaissance aircraft and re- 
fuelled in flight where necessary from modified Boeing 707 jets. 


French pilots are involved in training local personnel, and to a lesser de- 
gree in operation flights, in Gabon, Senegal, the Ivory Coast, the Central 
African Republic and Djibouti. 


The military tradition of the Senegalese is particularly close to that of 
France.

REPORTAGE ON SOUTHERN WAR ZONE, DOMESTIC PROBLEMS

/ Text /Bernard is one of the few journalists who has been 
able to go to Angola. He has just spent a whole month 
there, during which time he had the exceptional privilege 
of visiting the South. His impressions are given in this 
exclusive article for AFRICA. 


The headlights of our “command car" pierced the darkness. We had set off 
trom Luvango, capital of Huila province, around 0300 hours. In the back, 
pacxed in one beside the other, muffled up in their long cloaxs and with 
their Kalashnikovs between their legs, the FAPLA / People's Armed Forces 
tor the Liberation of Angola 7 members making up our escort looked like 
ghosts. Everybody was dozing, numb with cold. Over the bush, the horizon 
was beginning to flush when the captain called out "We shall be in Cahama 
in half an hour." 


It was now past daybreax and our driver stepped up the speed a little. He 
just missed a zebu that had jumped on a mine a few days before. One more hill 
to climb, and we are there. Our glance wandered over what before the South 
Atrican attack on 23 August 1981 had been a large village built of stone, 

like so many that you come across in the southern part of Angola. Today, 
Cahama is crossed off the map. It is nothing but a pile of ruins: roofs 
ripped off, corrugated iron flapping in the wind, walls smashed open, whole 
sections of them fallen down, windows torn out, power poles splintered. The 
hospital and the school were not spared by the mercenaries' fury. 


A little farther on, a military vehicle graveyard presents itself to view, 
with trucks toppled one over another, gutted half-tracxs, and sidecars piled 
one on top of another. The radar center is just a memory. Amid the ruins, 


and unaamaged, the portraits of the founders of marxism, with their slogans 
inscribed over them,stare at a lifeless world. 








And yet life is gradually picking up again. The Angolan army has reoccu- 
pied this forward station over 200 kilometers from Lubango, that is, half- 
way down the Cunene river, Angola's water frontier. 


Down below, wreaths oi smoke rise over the grey and green bush that extends 
as far as the horizon. Cows are wardering here and there. We shall meet 
several women going to get water. The water tank, probably blown up with 
dynamite, lies there half overturned. 


Farther south, N'Giva, tne capital city of Cunene province, is practically 
empty of its inhabitants. Only the IkcC / International Red Cross Commit- 
tee / has an antenna there, linked by radio with the regional coordinator 
established in Lubango. One of / its personnel 7 tells us: "Insecurity is 
so bad that we can only get about in Land Cruisers with armored chassis. 
That way we hope to limit the damage if we happen to be blown up by the anti- 
personnel mines that the South Africans artfully bury on the highways and 
the main trails. Of course, with other mines the problem is entirely diff- 
erent," our interlocutor adds ironically as he downs his can of beer. 


Capt Armando de Sousa will spend a whole night talking to us about this 

"new type" of war, in which the role of aviation is of prime importance. 

"we can manage to contain the South Africans in ground engagements," he 
tells us, "but we are helpless in the face of their air supremacy. The goal 
of ‘Operation Proteus' was to wipe out our air defense system. Along a 150- 
kilometer belt north of the Namibian border, all our radar installations 
and missile sites have been destroyed," 





If Pretoria is to be believed, it was in fact just a "pursuit operation" 
against SWAPO terrorists. "To talk of invasion is grossly to distort and 
misrepresent the facts of the situation." In his outourst, Mr Botha sharp- 
ly exhorted the Angolan government "not to meddle with operations that are 
not directed against it but against terrorists." This sort of talr is also 
found in the thousands of leaflets printed in Portuguese and scattered over 
the southern regions of Angola by South African aircraft. 


It is probably to drive home the meaning of these messages that industrial 
installations in Lubango and art works in Humpata, cities located over 00 
Kilometers into the interior of Angolan territory, have been destroyed by 
bombing from South African aircraft since the spring of 1980. In these two 
cities, there were extremely high numbers of victims. And what about the 
little town of Monga, in which the hospital and the school, as well as resi- 
dential areas, were flattened? 


"During the time after ‘Operation Proteus'," Professor Arlindo Barbeitas, 
who has been teaching comparative history in Lubango for 4 years, will tell 
us, "we lived tnrough days of horror. The trucks went back and forth be- 
tween the combat zones and the hospital, which soon became unable to cope 
with the growing flood of wounded arriving. There was a fetid odor in the 
air around a oduilding to which close to 100 corpses had been brought. 

















The South African aircraft even bombed the whole coastal city of Porto 
Alexandre, over 250 kilometers from the frontier." 


Tne large number of eye-witness accounts gathered during our long and com- 
plicated tour of southern Angola permit us to assert that the objectives 
aimed at by the South Africans are civilian ones. "South African fighter 
aircraft fire on anything that moves, as far as 200 kilometers no1th of the 
Namibian border," a British journalist assured us. In Mupa, a white priest 
became the target because he twice refused to obey orders from the South 
African patrols telling him to stop treating "black Marxists." Today his 
mission is nothing but a heap of charred stones. 


Under cover of a so-called "right of pursuit," the South Africans' point is 
in fact to destroy the existing economic and social infrastructures. From 

a western medical source, it is feared that South African forces have under- 
taken to destroy everything in the occupied cities, down to the very live- 
stock, so that SWAPO will not be able to find any support there, thus creat- 
ing a "no man's land" between Namibia and the rest of Angola's territory. 
The land has reportedly been mined. 


After "Operation Smoke-bomb" in June 1980,"Proteus" in August 1981, and 
"Daisies" last November, there is no doubt that South Africa has started 

a real war against the Angolan people to try to create economic difficulties 
for it and compromise the national reconstruction effort that it has under- 
taken. 


Since the defeat of their troops in March 1976, Pretoria's military commit- 
ment has kept on growing. From March 1976 to December 1980, over 1,000 
dead have been counted among the Angolan civilian population, of which 
nearly half during the period from June 1979 to December 1980. Material 
damage amounted to 550 million dollars for the period quoted above, and 
230 million dollars for the last 18 months. 


Angola: Africa's Vietnam 


Angola is having some difficult times at the moment. Many observers are in 
a.reement in acknowledging that the situation has grown considerably worse 
in all areas since a year ago. In Luanda, aggression is less on people's 
ininds tnan the narsh economic realities are. The war is a caily burden. It 
shows uv in the countless lines stretching out in front of the few meagerly 
supplied food stores. To the long hours of waiting are added long hours of 
separation. Sometimes the whole family stands in line together. 


Tnat day, no one goes to work. Never mind! The main thing is to get some- 
thing to feed the family with. It is obvious that this obsession with day- 
to-day living is not unrelated to the loss of incentive that can be sensed 


in a population weary of a situation the end of which nobody can predict 
witn any certainty. 











The war? Yes, that is down there in tie South, they told us. An MPLA- 
Labor party official will readily admit that "it is very hnard in such a 
context to raise the consciousness of the masses, when for them maxing 
sure ol their day-to-day living remains the principal concern. And yet 
we are not sitting with folded arms," he assures us. 


The Angolan leaders know that the problems of supply and distribution are 
tne top priority of all. One of them will tell us "we have to salve these 
two problems within tne shortest possible time, otherwise we shall imperil 
the attainments of our revolution." 


"Angola is Africa's Vietnam," an expert from an international organization 
will tell us. Yes indeed,but the state of war veing experienced by the 
country, and which absoros nearly 50 percent of the oudget (or about 1.6 
billion dollars or 504 billion CFA francs) does not explain everything. 
Aiong with the undeniable government ineffectiveness, due in part to the 
political shortsightedness of the party's minor officials who are paralyz- 
ing most sectors of activity, there is also economic sabotage by foreign 
companies that fail to respect aelivery times for consignments of grain 
orderea from them. On top of that there is the congestion in the port of 
Luanda, whicn does not help matters. Perishable goods wait tor weexs before 
Oving unloaaea. Some of them,already spoiled when they reach the dock, zo 
straight to the dump. President Dos Santos, alertec by the serious situa- 
tion that had arisen at the capital's port, on the point of having whole 
sectors of the economy paralyzed by these bottlenecks, made a scathing 
radio speech in May 1980 in which he lashed out at "the saboteurs whe are 
playing the game of domestic reactionaries by identifying through their 
benavior with the lower middle class that we are fighting." 


The somewhat belated implementation of the latest government decisions 
suggests that in the coming weeks significant improvement in the speed of 
unloading ships shcuid be recorded. That will enable the state to save 
nearly 200 million dollars a year in capital tie-up costs (about 56 villion 
CFA francs). We should add that despite organizational efforts, the port 
itself has not yet succeeded in adapting to the trend reversal experienced 
since independence: set up for exporting -- particularily agricultural raw 
materials and ores -- it is now used essentially for imports, which have 
kept on increasing. The lack of equipment, spare parts, and specialized 
lavor continues to be a big handicap to improving services. 


Tne new director, appointed by the president of the republic, has taken 
stringent measures to accelerate the unloading of vessels. Some of the 
methods used are certainly open to discussion, but the initial results are 
there. The rate of absenteeism has noticeably declined, thefts are less 
frequent, on account of the extremely harsh repressive measures taken against 
pilterers, ana the tonna;e unloaded daily is up to 800 tons a day, compared 
to 200 a few months ago. At the Ministry of Foreign Trade, it is estimated 
that between now and the end of April, congestion in the port of Luanda will 
be solved. The situation of the capital port is in contrast, incidentally, 











with that of the ports of Lobito and Mocamedes, situated respectively in 
tne Center and the South, where ship turn-around is effected without prob- 
lem. 


Critical Economic Situation 


There is no doubt that the difficult economic situation being experienced 

by Angola causes its leaders the highest anxiety. They make no secret of it, 
in any case. The lack of skilled workers -- the army taxes the best of 

them -- partly explains poor operations in tne industrial sector. The 
country's plants as a whole are producing at best at 30 percent of capacity 
anc the average rate of absenteeism is 4O percent. It would seem that coun- 
terfeit 100 kwanza bills have made a reappearance. Who is behind this oper- 
ation? It seems that nobody really knows. What is certain is that the 
domestic reactionaries are in no position to print counterfeit oills of this 
sort, even though the imitation is a poor one. 


In 1981 the gap between state revenues and expenditures was around 25 bill- 
ion Kwanza, or about 200 billion CFA francs, which gives some idea of the 
rate of inflation. The 1982 budget is running around 3.6 billion dollars 
(1,006 billion CFA francs approximately), but it looks as if, taking into 
account foreign currency revenues that will be lower by 700 million dollars 
(196 billion CFA francs), the Angolan authorities will be forced to make 
some depressing cuts in it, in particular by reducing investment expenditure, 
which suggests another year of austerity for 1982. Western rumors accord- 
ing to which the country is supposed to be short of currency are completely 
unfounded, a high official of the National Bank of Angola assured me, though 
at the same time admitting that Angola had been having some cash flow prob- 
lems for the last six months, and that the balance of payments deficit 

would not exceed 100 million dollars (28 billion CFA francs). 


For coffee, from the 250,000 tons marketed in 1973, there has now been a 
drop to 24,000 tons, which amounts to 7 percent of exports. In many places 
the plantations are lying fallow. In the province of Carmona, the peasants 
are pulling out the coffee plants to plant manioc instead, since their last 
two harvests were not marketed for them. A large portion of cereal require- 
ments have to be imported, whereas the former colony used to export wheat. 
Six years ago fishing supplied 500,000 tons of fish; now barely 60,000 tons 
is managed. Iron production is practically suspended, as well as that of 
manganese. On the other hand, diamondiferous output (12 percent of exports) 
which had fallen by 2.4 million carats (before independence) to 350,000, has 
steadily increased, rising from 1.5 million in 1980 to 1.6 million in 1981. 
It should reach 2 millions carats in 1983. 


Angola was to produce 8 million tons of crude last year instead of 6.8 in 
1980 and 7 in 1979. Production should soon again pass the record level of 
8.6 million tons in 1977 and reach 12 million tons in 1983 and 15 in 1985. 
Nevertheless, the administrators of "Gulf," which is responsible for 73 
percent of production is proposing to reduce output by 45 percent for

technical reasons. 











You do not have to ve a wizard to guess where this threat is coming from. 
It is an integral part of the very warp of the policy of destabilization 
directed by Ronald Reagan against Angola. This is a serious matter, for 
"Gulf" assures revenues of 1.5 billion doilars (about 294 billion CFA 
francs) every year, which is about half of Angola's budget. The two part- 
ners are supposed to have some talks about this matter at the end of Janu- 
ary. 


The food shortages that have so much effect on the population also result 
in part from an agricultural policy cased on the creation of state farms, 
without sufficient thought, it seems, for motivating the peasants and marx- 
eting their products, thus remuneration for their production. Result: 

the peasants limit production to their own needs. They are not interested 
in money, because they cannot buy anything with it. 


rmphasis has now been placed, we have been assured, on an agricultural pro- 
ducts purchasing plan, and on reorganization of the plantations, especially 
the coffee plantations. An incentive policy for return to the countryside 
is also under study, and the first experiments have been judged encouraging. 
We also note that since the beginning of iast year, maize and manioc are 
starting to be marketed a little ovetter. Let us add that, again in the area 
of agriculture, certain techniques imposed by experts from a few socialist 
countries have hardly contributed, to say the least, to restarting or deve- 
loping certain sectors that were once the ornaments of Angolan agriculture. 


Finally, the activities of UNITA armed guerilla bands, which have decome 
more extensive since 1979 in the vast regions of the Center, the country's 
ricnest, disorganize food production or delay development projects emanating 
from international or religious organizations, and are absolutely sure to 
cause repercussions that are likely to be critical for the populations of 
these provinces, which are the most populated in Angola, if such a situa- 
tion should be prolonged. 


ftundreds of Thovseands of Refugees 


Near the urban centers, on the other hand, parallel distribution networks 
have taken the place of the ineffective state ones, and products marketed 
in this way are reaching astronomical prices. 


In Luanda, in the San Paulo market, the fruit and vegetable black marxet is 
in full swing. Oranges, green tomatoes, egg-plant, peppers, salad greens, 
and onions are reaching prices that discourage even those who are best off. 
A mixed salad, for example, costs 7,500 CFA francs. Farther along, on 

stone display slabs, piles of all sorts of fish are heaped up. The prices 


asxed make your head swim, even if you are one of those privileged to be 
able to get them. So, for the others.... 








For the moment, and even though new reorganizations of the economy are being 
implemented to try to attenuate the present difficulties, there are the 
hundreds of displaced persons to be helped. First those who were not able 
to flee from the occupation zones, and who, to survive, were ferced to take 
refuge in the bush, where the Angolan authorities are trying under extremely 
difficult conditions to get food to them. Of the trucks tha. set off from 
the uorth of the country toward these areas, some will not reach their des- 
tination, victims of machine-gunning and bombing by Pretoria's aircraft. 


Then there are the other refugees, those in Mocamedes, Lugango, Kuendo 
Kubango, and so on, some 300 kilometers from the Angolan borders. There 
are 150,000 of them who fled the combat zone and the intensive bombing by 
South African aircraft. To these hundreds of thousands of people, food, 
medical care, and everything else must be brought to assure the survival of 
a population that arrived in these resettlement camps in conditions easy to 
fuess. 


Some had to walk hundreds of miles, sometimes wandering about in the wilds 
for up to a month. How many died like that? Nobody knows. It is a contin- 
ual effort required ol the Angolan government and the international organi- 
zations. 


UNITA South African Army's Spearhead 


but the war that South Africa is waging against Angola is not manifested by 
raias and mine laying alone. It often taxes on the more stealthy character 
of undercover war, through UNITA commando infiltrators, for example. 


Angola's support of SWAPO also has to be "paid for" through the survival of 
tne Nationel Union ror the Total Unity of Angola, the movement lea by Jonas 
Savir  vaivied at arm's lengtn vy Pretoria. A party Central Committee 
secretary will tell us: "UNITA is the most sophisticateu weapon that South 
Atrica has perfected." 


In Luanda the leaders deny any implantation of this organization in the coun- 
try's interior. The fact remains that through some of their words and deeds 
tney recognize its existence. Control of the country's center is as vital 
ior the government as for UNITA. In these regions, Savimoi's armed gangs, 
receiving the advantage ot technical support that can hardly be denied, have 
created insecurity and disorganized provinces that are tne richest in Angola. 
They operate practically from the Zambian frontier, where they are settled, 
to the port of Benguela, with spearheads in the South and even the Northeast, 
where they have recently appeared, surely with Mobutu's support. 


Moreover, the military situation in the South is a source of anxiety. UNITA 
armed forces are estimatec at about 10,000 men. They are supplied by Her- 
cules C 130 aircraft which land on runways built by the Portuguese in the 
region's big reservations. The South Africans are now turning the area into 
a sunport pase, so as to create a buffer state should the occasion arise, 
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trom which they would be able to launch large-scale operations toward 
Huambo, which is their target. 


"They have started already," we were told. "The recent bombings of villages 
in the province of Moxico can only be carried out from these oases." For 
the present, trucks, cannon, missiles, munitions of all sorts, ana tanks of 
gasoline are stored there. 


A few months ago, President Jose Eduardo dos Santos asserted that in 1978- 
30 "heavy losses" had been inflicted "on the puppets armed and trained by 
imperialism." 


In the space of a year, about a hundred Angolans have been brought before 
the "People's Revolutionary Court," accused of planting bombs in several 
or the country's cities, causing the deatn of many people. When one is 
aware of Angolan officials' repugnance for capital punishment, these trials 
and their verdicts surely shed light on uneasiness that is much greater 
than is officially admitted. 


Nothing can really be done unless the war comes to an end; with peace, 
everything can be accomplished. For some, domestic peace must come through 
reconciliation with UNITA, though not necessarily with Savimbi, who is too 
much compromised by his collaboration with Portuguese colonialism. Others 
proclaim "We shall never negotiate with Savimbi." What exactly is the situ- 
ation? It is very hard to find out, though ripples are stirring in the 
party Central Committee about the issue. 


The reorganization of provincial party committees and military leadership 

in the front areas suggest that discussions within the leadership organi- 
zations are not so calm as might be imagined. The phenomenon of "dissension- 
ism" does indeed exist and some leaders are calling out loud and strong that 
a serious fight on the political and ideological levels must be startec to 
counter these ideas. 


iteagan and Pretoria's Aims 


Tne settiement of issues in eastern Africa continues to be of concern to a 
large number of observers who are apprehensive about the development of the 
situation in this region of the African continent that is subject to vhe 
Reagan administration's destabilization ‘attempts. 


Angola's position on the Namibian proolem is of the highest importance for 
settlement of the Namibian issue. For this reason, in addition to the South 
African attacks, it is the object of very strong pressure from the American 
administration. According to observers, proposals for an overs)l] "solution" 
can be summed up in four points: 


(1) departure of Cuban troops from Angola, which would permit Pretoria to 
step up its aggressions against Angola; 
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(2) continuation of racist minority privileges in the future independent 

Namibia (20 percent of the seats in the future Namibian parliament would be 
reserved for Whites, even though the latter do not amount to even 2 percent 
of the population); 


(3) no nationalization of the great strategic enterprises in independent 
Namibia, and (4) continuation of the port of Walwis Bay under South African 
domination. 


Pretoria's claims are somewhat different from those of the United States, 
in that, as is pointed out, they belong to a regional strategy framework, 
while American claims relate to continent-wide strategy. 


For tne leaders in Pretoria, who, it is believed, might unilaterally declare 
Namibia's "independence," the goal for the immediate future is the creation 
ot a buffer state in the South of Angola, which is practically occupied al- 
ready by the racist army. But as a matter of fact Pretoria's schemes extend 
farther. By increasing the number of aggressions, it hopes to force the 
Luanda government to abandon its position of non-alignment. In other words, 
to get the United States to strengthen its presence on its own side and thus 
internationalize the conflict. 


It seems as if these peace-threatening calculations have little chance of 
success, especially since President Dos Santos asserted again at Cabinda on 
10 December last that Angola "was ready to hold discussions with the govern- 
ment of the United States at any time on all problems of joint interest, 

in a bilateral framework leading toward normalization of relations between 
the two countries." Thus the Angolan leaders are still indicating that the 
UNO settlement plan is the best basis for negotiation. 


In any case, in several We-tern countries and even in some American circles, 
people seem to have become aware of the United States’ unjustifiable attitude 
toward Angola and eastern Africa in general. It is not impossible, according 
to some ooservers, tnat if the American administration persists in its atti- 
tude of giving unconditional support to South Africa, it might be confronted 
with serious problems during the coming weeks.

ADDIS ABABA (ENA) — The 
First Bench of the Special Court yes- 
terday started hearing cases of indivi- 
duals accused of breach of trust and 
bribery. ’ 

The Prosecutor of the Special Court 
reported that over half a million Birr 
was allegedly embezzled by the indivi. 
duals who appeared before the court 
yesterday in their capacity as officials 
in various government and mass or- 
ganizations. ‘ 

Although some of the cases were 
applicable to ordinary courts, the 
Special Court had to deal with them 
in accordance with the powers vested 
on it because of the very subtle and 
insidious means used to defraud and 
equander public fund. 

The court postponed for a week the 
hearing of the cases of thoee who ap- 
peared yesterday with ‘out their law- 
yers and court-assigned lawyers are to 
defend them. 

Among the cases before the 
the highest amount of squandered 
fund, 198,237 Birr, is that of Captain 
Dimiru Tiraneh Ebba, former tree 
surer and accountant of the Revelu- 


tionary Police transport department. 


Captain Damessa Gudets, former 
mechanic and treasurer of the Revelu- 
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tionary Police transport department is 
accused of embezzling 114,569 Bisr 
belonging to the department and the 
discussion forum of the same depart. 
ment. 


Seven former executive committee 
members of Higher. 14 Kebele 21 
Urban Dweller's Association in Addis 
Ababa“ are accused of embezzling a 
total of 73,092 Birr. Other cases of 
embezalement involve Girma Kristos 
Assefa, former employee of the Mi- 
nistry of Agriculture, 56,109 Birr, 
Teshome Daba Tiko, former head of 
the purchasing and general services 
of the industrial section of the Minis- 
try of National Defence 51,749 Birr 
and six other individuals of sums 
ranging from 630 Birr to 32,000 Burr. 

Bisuneh Shiferraw, former head of 
the sales department of the Ethiopian 
Beverage Corporation and Melaku Te- 
wokde-Medhin, former employee of the 
Inland Revenue Administration, are 
accused of accepting 4,000 and 500 
Birr, respectively, in bribe. ' 

Bekri Hessan, sales manager of Or. 
bis is accused of collaborating with 
the two former police members now 
facing trial by providing them fake 
reeeipts and documents. 
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CONSTRUCTION WORK ON HOUSING PROJECT UNDERWAY IN ASMARA

ASMARA (ENA) — Construction 
work on a 600,000 Birr low-cost 
housing project here is well under- 
way.

ADDIS ABABA (ENA)- The Pro 
visional Military Adiunisirative Coun- 
cil ( PMAC) yesterday issued two procla- 
mations op the reorganization and re- 
structuring of the AUl-tuhopia Trade 
Union (AETU) and the All-lthiopia 
Peasants Association (Ai.PA). 

The move represents a major initia- 
tive at strengthening the two class al. 
lies and enhance the on-going mass 
revolutionary process. 

The PMAC said in a statement is 
sued yesterday aflernoon that the crea- 
tion of a united front between workers 
and the peasant masses who togeiher 
are the motive force of the revolution 
is an urgent and demanding task of 
the moment. 

The statement underlined the signi- 
ficant role of the two class allies in 
the revolutionary process but noted 
nonetheless that reorganizing and re.

‘This was stated by Comrade Dr. La- 
kew Birke, Chairman of the Food and 
srpiseulturs Reosoaroh Council, Coa, 
rade Dr. Lakew said that one of the 
first tasks of the Council was the for- 
mulation of a national food and agri 
culture research policy. In the draft- 
ing of this policy, all the relevant or- 
ganizations had actively participated. 
The draft was presented to the Natio 
nal Science and Technology Commis 
sion for consideration and approval. 
The draft was appreved in December, 
1981 and the country has now, for 
the first time, a Food and Agriculture 
Research policy by which all agricul. 
tural research activities are guided, 
evaluated and directed, he said 


“Among other things’ continued 
Comrade Dr. Lakew, ‘the council eva- 
luates research projects and prepares 
recommendations for support and {ind- 
ings. Such requests can originate both 
from within as well as outside the 
country. Furthermore it encourages 
and assists the formation of a profes- 
sional scientific and technological as- 
sociation in the agricultural field. To 
this effect, it has prepared a draft de- 
scribing the need for organizing such 
a professional association, its orgami- 
sational structure general work pro- 
gramme and constitution and has pre- 
sented the draft to the appropriate go. 
vernment organisation for considera- 
tion and approval.” 


The Chairman of the Council fur- 
ther explained that the Council has, 
along the same line, supported and 
sponsored the formation of a number 
of professional commuittees, such as 
the Agronomy Comumittee of Ethiopia 
and the Ethiopian Committee of soil 
Scientists. 

Comrade Dr. Lakew disclosed that 
the Council stimulates and encourages

Also, the OAU, as a Supranational organiza- 
tion, has tostered the feeling of solidarity among member states, and the 
present impasse tilts toward the destruction of an edifice that has taken 
ilmost 2 decades to build. What is of paramount importance to us is the 
preservation of the only platform on which African states have presented a 


miited tront on global issues affecting the destiny of the continent. The 
ituation now is such that if a compromise is not struck, the consequences 
miytit be too serious to contemplate. 


is theretore the responsibility of the neutral countries involved in the 
resolution of the crisis to use their good offices to mediate in the dispute. 


this must not be left to the OAU impiementation committee on Western Sahara 
ilone, because some members of the committee have taken sides, and as such, 








may not enjoy the confidence of either of the conflicting parties. However, 
this is not to suggest that the implementation committee should rest on its 
oars and watch helplessly as the situation deteriorates. What the committee 
tiould now work toward, irrespective of the provision of Article 28 of the 
OAU Charter, is the restoration of the status quo prior to the foreign 
ministers’ meeting in Addis Ababa. This, of course, may seem too bitter 

i pill for the SDAR to swallow, but given the right type of diplomatic 
approach, it may not be impossible to accomplish. This, no doubt, will 
create a conducive atmosphere in which to hold the proposed referendum in 
the territory. 


in tact, the tension the issue of Western Sahara has generated in the last 
few weeks is volatile enough to warrant the summoning of an emergency summit 
of OAU heads of state and government. Already, Senegal has expressed its 
intention to suspend further participation in the affairs of the organiza- 
tion because of the question of Western Sahara.

As a result, the country's foreign exchange reserves are expected to show a 
drop of nearly 25 percent from the beginning of the year to about 1.9 million 
naira ($2.9 million) at the end of this month. 


No improvement is in sight, particularly since the effect of the oil glut 
was aypravated by last week's decision by the Organization of Petroleum 
ixporting Countries (OPEC) to cut oil production. 


OPEC recognized the burden that this would cause to such high-population oil 
producers as Nigeria, Algeria and Indonesia. The OPEC oil minister produced 
a plan whereby Lagos is te get $l billion in aid from Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and Abu Dhabi. But observers in Paris said this was no more than a stop-gap 
measure that would not go tar in easing Nigeria's economic problems.

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BANK OF ZAMBIA REPORT NOTES IMPROVED PERFORMANCE OF EXTERNAL SECTOR

ZAMBIA’S foreign sec- 
tor received a major 
boost during the 
quarter ending June, 
1981, a Bank of Zam- 
bia report has said. 

The boost was realised 
despite the world indus- 
trialised economics §re- 
maining generally under 
recessionary influences. 

The improvement was be- 
cause of certain factors in- 
cluding the price of copper at 
the London Metal Exchange 
(LME) which rose by 6.5 per 
cent from a quarterly tonne 
during January-March 1981 to 
844.3 during the quarter 
under review. 

The move partly reflected 
the weakness of the pound in 
the international money 
market. This coupled with the 
higher volume of copper ecx- 
ports resulted in a consider- 
able increase in export re- 
ceipts as compared to the 
previous quarter. 

‘In addition the value of 


imports and payments from 
invisibles declined substantial- 
ly thus contributing to the 
considerable investments in 
the deficit on the current 
account,’’ the report says. 
Further impetus to the per- 
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formance of the external sector 
was provided by the successful 
conclusion in May 1981 of 
Zambia-IMF negotiations for 
an extended facility to Zambia 
and the effecting of the first 
drawndown (SDR 120 million) 
under this facility during the 
quarter. 


The trade account register- 
ed a surplus of K18.8 million 
in the quarter under review 
indicating a sharp turn-round 
of K126.4 million from the 
preceding quarter deficit of 
K 44.6 million. 

This performance was also 
an improvement on the sur- 
plus of K17.6 million register- 
ed in the second quarter of 
1980. The favourable position 
later was attributed te both 
increased export earnings and 
the reduced level of imports. 

‘*As copper prices on the 
LME rose during the quarter, 
the company was able to bene- 
fit from this welcome develop- 
ment because there was sub- 
stantial improvement in Zam- 
bia’s copper shipments,’’ the 
report says. 

But it regrets that the dras- 
tic reduction early 1981 in the 
issue of import licences ad- 
versely affected the volume of 
imports in the quarter. 


Payments for imports fell 
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substantially by K90.7 million 
or 34.5 per cent from K263 
million in the first quarter of 
1981 to K172.3 million. 

There was marked improve- 
ment in the net outflow for 
invisible payments in the 
second quarter of 1981 which 
was largely because of the 
lower volume of imports. 

Thus net payments for non- 
factor services which include 
the imports-related charges of 
freight and insurance dropped 
by 37 per cent from the net 
outflows of K73.7 million in 
the first quarter to net out- 
flows of K46.5 million this 
quarter. 


On capital account, the 
report says its net flows plus 
errors and omissions were un- 
favourable: Net outflows 
under this account aggregated 
K40.7 million in sharp contrast 
to the net inflows of K101 
million and K78.8 million and 
K78.8 million registered in 
the first contrast quarter of 
1981 and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1980 respectively. 

Despite the negative impact 
of the capital account on the 
‘economy's external perform- 
ance some tmprovement in the 
overall balance of payments 
was recorded during the 
second quarter of 1981. 








FOREIGN AFFAIRS SPOKESMAN CONDEMNS SOUTH AFRICAN RAIDS INTO ANGOLA

The plan, which also envi- 
saged attacking Cuban troops 
in Angola, had been prepared 
with the support of Western 
countries. 

But a ministry of foreign 
affairs spokesman said Za- 
mbia strongly condemn these 
wanton acts of aggression 
against a_ sister Frontline 
State. 

He explained that the 
renewed raids on Angola is 
a further indication that the 
racist South Africa has inte- 
nsified acts of aggression 
and sabotage with a view of 
destabilising Frontline States. 

‘It further shows _ that 
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South Africa is still not keen 
to see real peace in the re- 
gion,”’ the spokesman added 
and pointed out that Sorth 
Africa is under a wrong il- 
lusion that by destabilising 
Frontline States, like Angola, 
she will delay the independe- 
nee of Namibia. 

The spokesman added that 
Zambia will always stand on 
the side of the Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola (MPLA) and the stru- 
gaggle being w aged by SWAPO.

NEEDED FOR REFUGEES

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ENORMOUS help is needed tor long-term solu- 
tions and income-generating activities for the 
42,000 refugees in Zambia, says a United Nations 
Development Programme (UNDP) document just 


released. 

It cites projects like 
food, oil and juice pro- 
cessing, furniture manu- 
facture, tannery and 
handicrafts as ideal to 
better the lives of the re- 
fugees in addition to the 
construction of access 
roads and tube wells. 

The problem of refugees 
from Zimbabwe, some 45,000 
in 1980, has been practically 
resolved and most of them have 
returned home. 

But scholarships are still 
being provided by the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR) to a num- 
ber of Zimbabwean students 
who are in the middle of an 
academic cycle. 

The number of refugees 
from other countries had in- 
creased and the international 
community hac. provided con- 
siderable facili.ies for supplem- 
entary aid and counselling. 

With the exception of the 
inhabitants of the Mayukwa- 
yukwa and Maheba agricultu- 
ral settlements, all other refu- 
gees in Zambia are still in need 
of substantial help towards 
achieving basic self-sufficiency. 

in particular the group of 
spontaneously settled (unregis- 
tered) refugees in the North- 
Western Province requires re- 
lief supplies, water and educa- 


— 


tional, health and agricultural 
cultivation facilities. 

The Mayukwayukwa rural 
settlement was opened in 1966 
and handed over to the Govern- 
ment in 1973 and had 1,202 
Angolan refugees at the end of 
1980. 

The seitlement meets most of 
its basic requirements through 
its own efforts and received 
help only for its secondary 
education programmes, the 
document says. 

The Maheba rural settlement 
was opened in 1971 and the 
Government donated land for 
the settlement and the Luthe- 
ran World Federation Zambia 
Christian Refugee Service has 
been. ... lementing a UNHCR- 
assist: : project which aims 
at bas. self-sufficiency by the 
end of 1981. 

Additional help in health 
and education is needed at 
Maheba. 

At the request of the Govern- 
ment the UNHCR undertook a 
mission in February ‘.981 in 
Western Province and identi- 
fied some 3,000 Angolan refu- 
gees at Mongu and some 2,000 
between Lukulu and Kalabo. 

Other refugee concentrations 
are reported at different points 
on the Angolan border and the 
Government estimates the 
number to be 10,000 who 
appear to have been in the 
country for some time.

MANY DEPORTED WEST AFRICAN ILLEGAL EMERALD TRAFFICKERS SNEAK BACK

MANY WEST African illegal emerald traffi- 
ckers, deported last year are sneaking back, 
a Zambia Daily Mail investigation has revealed. 


These people had been 
deported for entering Zambia 
illegally. . 

According to well-placed 
sources within the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, following 
the government's recently 
announced tough immigra- 
tion regulations that make 
it difficult for non-Common- 
wealth citizens to enter the 
country, a ring has been for- 
med in West Africa which 
forges passports of Common- 
wealth countries for use by 
the racketeers. 

The new regulations, which 
were announced by Home 
Affairs Minister, Mr Fede- 


rick Chomba, stipulate that 


people from non-Common- 


wealth countries wishing to 


visit Zambia must first obtain 
visas before they can travel. 
This is aimed at controlling 
the influx of illegal immigrants 
into Zambia. 

But the sources said several 
West’ Africans from non- 
Commonwealth countries have 
been found in possession of 
forged passports from Com- 
monwealth countries, notably 
Nigeria, which they' use to 
enter Zambia so that they 
are not asked for entry visas. 

The sources said only 
recently, four Senegalese na- 
tionals were picked up from a 
house in Kabwata Estates 
and detained at the Kamwala 
Remand Prison. 
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‘The men had Nigerian 
passports which turned out to 
have been forged. A search of 
their suitcases revealed that 
the suspects had their Senega- 
lese Fog as well. 

“Their Nigerian and Sene- 
galese passports bore similar 
details except for the nationali- 
ties and passport numbers,”’ 
the sources said. 


According to the sources, 
the four suspects were detai- 
ned at Kamwala Remand Pri- 
son pending their prosecu- 
tion for contravening the cou- 
ntry’s' immigration laws by 
travelling on forged passports. 

But before the men were 
taken to court, some senior 
immigration officials allegedly 
went to Kamwala Remand 
Prison and ordered the re- 
lease of the suspects ‘*because 
they are Nigerians.” 


Three of the men are said 
to have gone to the Copper- 


belt after their release but the 


fourth man was arrested at 
the International Airport when 
he tried to leave the country. 
He was booked on a UTA 
French airline going to Paris 
via Douala in the Cameroun. 
On being searched, nothing 
incriminating was found on 
the suspect except his fake 
Nigerian passport. When his 
suitcase was_ searched, it 
was found that his Senegalese 
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passport was also with him. 

The man was re-detained 
at Kamwala Remand Prison, 
from where he was later 
released again on the order of 
the senior immigration offi- 
cials. 


Up to now, the sources 
do not know exactly where the 
fourth man is but they suspect 
that he has gone to join 
his friends on the Copperbelt. 
But they expressed disappoi- 
ntment that the four men had 


been let free despite the fact 


that they had committed an 
offence. . 
The sources suspect that 
some senior immigration offi- 
cials might have been bribed 


by the Senegalese nationals.

‘It is a well known fact that 
the four Senegalese nationais

According to the Dally Mall 
investigation, when these bo- 
gus Nigerians arrive at the 
airport, they are easily identi- 
fied as “impostors” through 
their inability to speak good 
English, they use certain siang 


‘whicn is cie uly not Nigerian. 


As one of the sources said: 
“Many a Zambian can identi- 
fy a Nigerian when he sees 
one.” 
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The sources added that 
some deported West Africans 
use forged passports from 
other non-Commonwealth cou- 
ntries like Zaire, Rwanda, 
the Cameroun and Burundi 
to facilitate their entry into 
Zambia. 

These racketeers normally 
enter the country throughZaire 
as Zaireans, Rwandans, Ca- 
merounians, or Burundians. 

Meanwhile, Kitwe police 
over the weekend arrested 
46 aliens, mostly West African 
nationals involved in emerald 
trafficking. 


Kitwe district officer co- 
mmanding Mr Alfred Mulopa 
said the aliens were picked 
up during raids in hotels and 
low density areas such as 
Nkana East, which is predo- 
minantly occupied by mine 
employees and the shanty 
compound of Twatasha. 

The aliens have. in. the 
last few weeks cleared out 
of shanty compounds and high 
deusity areas because of inte- 
nsified police operations agai- 
nst illegal immigrants. 

They have instead settled 
in low density areas such 
as Nkana East, 
Parklands, and Riverside whe- 
re they either rent whole 
houses, rooms or servants’ 
quarter. 

It is understood the police 
had been watching the move- 


‘ment of the illegal immigra- 


nts for sometime before 
pouncing on their new reside- 
nces. 

The police chief could not 
say whether the aliens who 
were picked up in Nkana 
East were staying in houses 
occupied by mine employees.

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MINISTRY UNABLE TO RECORD SONGS IN RURAL AREAS SINCE 1973

[Excerpt] The Ministry of Information and Broadcasting Services needs 
K45,000 to conduct recording tours of rural areas, the Minister of State, Mr 
John Banda told Parliament yesterday. 


He said the ministry had been unable to record songs and programmes in rural 
areas since 1973 because of inadequate funds and transport. 


Answering a question by Chiwala MP Mr Eno Juma Banda, the minister described 
the present allocation of K5,000 as "just a drop in the ocean." 


Mr Banda said the allocation for rural areas was only enough to be used to re- 
cord cultural ceremonies such as Umutomboko, Newala, Kuomboka, Likumbi Lya 
Mize, Shimunenga and Amalaila. 


Besides the transport problem, the minister added that the ministry's rural 
programmes had been hampered because there was no money to pay artistes. This 
had affected music, features, stories, talk-shows and other programmes. 


"In order to enable us to conduct recording tours of all provinces, my minis- 
try will need K45,000. Our present allocation of K5,000 is just a drop in the 
ocean," he said. 


However, if MPs or other leaders in provinces or districts within reasonable 
distances from Lusaka organised dances, feature stories and talks, the minis- 
try could be requested to go and record them. 


Mr Banda appealed to interested parties to utilise either the Kitwe or Lusaka 
studios to have their stories or music recorded without demanding to be paid 
because the ministry had no money. 


Kantanshi MP Mr MacDonald Mtine queried why the ministry failed to utilise the 
rural information services who were on the spot. 


The minister explained that rural information services could not handle the 
more complicated programmes as they did not have the facilities.

Sihole MP Mr Benard Nakonde asked why the ministry should have money to fi- 
nance trips by staff abroad and yet say it had no money to finance recordings 
in rural areas.

The report was commissioned by the Ministry of Community 
Development and Women’s Affairs in co-operation with UNICEF to 
aasesa the needs of Zimbabwean women. 
The purpose of the survey — during which 5 208 people were 
conaulted, was to provide basic data, especially on rural women, from 
which the ministry could form policy, project proposals and planning 
programmes to meet expected needs. 
The report noted that the combination of their traditional 
subordinate status and the racially segregated colonial system made 
women one of the most exploited groups.

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ZIMBABWEAN women are severely handicapped in 
their participation in public affairs. As women, they 
are considered to have a limited part to play in de- 
cision-making. 

This was apparent despite the fact that rural 
women in particular appeared to have a high degree of 
politicisation, attributed to their important role during 
the liberation war. 


The survey found that, out of a national total of 
1204 district councillors im rural areas, only 22 were 
women. 


The situation of women in decision-making bodies 
in urban areas was found to be similar and, in some 
cases, worse. 

The major reason given for the shortage of women 
in these positions was male domiuzation. 

Tustrating men's attitudes towards women in 
public affairs, the report quoted the response of a male 
district councillor who wag usked about the absence of 
women on decision-making bodies.

REPORTAGE ON TRIAL OF DR FRANK BERTRAND 


"Hounded' by SB 
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[Text] 


BULAWAYO _ dentist 
Dr Frank Bertrand 
told the High Court 
yesterday why he he- 
lieved he was being 
“framed” in the case 
against him of cons- 
spiracy to commit acta 


of sabotage. 

He told the judge, Mr 
Justice Gubhay, of a num- 
her of brushes with the 
former Specal_ Branch, 
who he said had threaten- 
ed to put him in fail for 
seven vears. 

He said he had dis- 
covered that the SB and 
CID were “virtually inter- 


changeable”. 

Hea believed thev were 
now so called CIO or 
sometimes SS, which 
stood for State Security. 
“Very apt -- SS," he 
* sald. 


On two occasions he 
had been taken to court 
for allegedly ‘causing 
alarm and despondency”, 
he said, but neither case 
proceeded. 

On the second occasion, 
the caSe had concerned a 
pamphlet he produced 
about how the auxiliaries 
of Bishop Ahel Muzorewa 
were being used “to ter- 
rorise the tribespeople”. 

Dr Bertrand told the 
court the auxiliaries were 
encouraging murder and 
rane. “They were very 
evil.” 

Later, SB officers bul- 
lied election officials of 


his party, the United 
People’s Aasociation of 


Matabeleland, he claimed. 

And in 1980, around the 
time of independence, a 
dispute with the police 
about the importation of 
cars and whisky had led 
to his wife and two of 
his sons leaving hastily 
for South Africa. 


His sons, Guy and 
Stephen (one of the ac- 
cused), had had their 
pagsports taken away by 
the police and had Ilo 
swim the Limpopo, Dr 
Bertrand sald. 

He later alleged that 
the Special Branch had 
murdered hundreds of pco- 
ple and dumped _ their 
bodies in a mine shaft 
near Connemara Barracks 
— among them was Dr 
Edson Sithole, he said. 

At this point, the pro- 
secutor, Mr Ian Donovan, 
asked Dr Bertrand nol to 
use the opportunity of his 
cross-examination as a 
political platform. 

Dr Bertrand (58), his 
son Mr Stephen Francis 
Bertrand (24), Mr Victor 
Samuel Radmore (53) and 
Mr Allen Richard Cauvin 
(21) have all denied con- 
splring to commit acts of 
sabotage and possessing 
arms. 

Mr Donovan began his 
cross - examination by 
reading from a_ political 
pamphlet produced by the 
accused in April 1979. 

“The Matahbele are a 
warrior people who are 
proud of their heritage 
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and their name. They can- 
not be Zimbabweans and 
they cannot be ruled by 
the Shona,” he read from 
the pamphiet. 

“Let the whites and the 
Amandebele come __ to- 
gether and the war will 
soon be over.” 

Dr Bertrand said this 
still broadly reflected his 
views. 

He said his present view 
was that civil war was not 
inevitable but “a real pos- 
sibility”. 

The chances of civil war 
would be very much re- 
duced if a federal system 
of government was adop- 
ted. 

Dr Bertrand was then 
asked how he anticipated 
Princess Violet Kumalo, a 
spirit medium he had been 
in contact with, could 
help in achieving a sepa- 
rate state of Matabeleland, 

He replied: “Black 
people are deeply spiritual. 
IT don’t know exactly how 
she could do itt. It is not 
my business to know that, 
but she could influence 
them to desire a state cf 
Matabeleland.” 

Mr Donovan asked 
whether Dr Bertrand had 
trusted his interpreters at 
his meetings with Prin- 
cess Kumalo. In particular, 
had he believed the inter- 
preter who told him the 
spirits wanted him to lead 
the Matabele people? This 
interpreter was in fact a 
police informer. 

“T had to accept what 
he said. I thought he could 


he right, but T wasn't cer- 
tain of him,”’ the accused 
replied.

BULAWAYO dentist Dr Frank Bertrand, on trial at the High Court 
here for conspiring to commit acts of sabotage, said yesterday he had 


been on three hunger 
strikes since his ¢e- 
tention last November. 


‘Dr Bertzand told the 
court these hunger strikes 
were partly responsible for 
his failure to remember 
details of certain events 
hefore his arrest. 


He was being questioned 
about weapons found in a 
car being driven by two 
other accused, 

Dr Bertrand had said in 


court that he had asked 
for weapons from a fourth 
party, also one of the 
accused, becauSe he was 
worried about the safety 
of the other two at a 
meeting they were going 
to. 

When the weapons were 
apparently dellvered to his 
house that night, he was 


“heavily intoxicated” aiter 
a celebration with his 
family and could not re- 
member anything about 
what happened. 

It was only recently 
that he remembered ask- 
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ing for the weapons, he 
told the court. 

In a statement on Nov- 
ember 30, Dr Bertrand had 
said he knew nothing at 
all about the weapons. 

He said yesterday that 
he had discovered late in 
1980 that drinking affected 
his memory, so he had cut 
down. Since then he only 
drank periodically, but 
when he did it affected him 
more. 

‘The fact that he was 
intoxicated on the evening 
an AK rifie and a G3 rifie 
were allegedly brought to 
his house, together with 
the shock of his arrest and 
the effect of his three 
hunger strikes made it 
hard to remember about 
the weapons, he sald,

“Everything was very 
vague about this and still 
is,” he said. 

Dr Bertrand (58), his 
son, Mr Stephen Francis 
Bertrand (24), Mr Victor

Two State witnesses 
have testified that the

"SOLIDARITY'TALKS--Maputo. A delegation of the International Committee 
Against Apartheid, Racism and Colonialism in Southern Africa, is to visit 
Zimbabwe this week. The team left Maputo yesterday, the Mozambique news 
agency, AIM, reports. The leader of the delegation, Mr Silas Cerqueira, 
said at apPress conference in Maputo that the purpose of the tour was to 
sound out opinion in the frontline states on the possibility of holding an 
international conference in solidarity with the states. He said the objec- 
tives of the conference would be to expose and condemn attacks against the 
frontline states and to appeal for strengthening international co-operation 
with frontline states so as to consolidate their political and economic 
independence. "To date," Mr Cerqueira said, "much of the international 
community has not been aware of the undeclared war waged by South Africa 
against the frontline states." The delegation includes representatives of 
SWAPO, the ANC of South Africa and the Organisation of Solidarity with the 
Peoples of Africa and Asia. It has already visited Tanzania and planned to 
travel to Zambia and Angola.--Ziana. [Text] [Salisbury THE HERALD in

ARMS CHARGE DENIED--Gwelo. Mr Chris Cockerton will give judgment in the 
regional court in Bulawayo on Monday in the trial of two Que Que brothers 

on charges of possessing arms of war. They are Mr David Francis Masson (30) 
and Mr Michael James Masson (19), both of Benholm Farm, Que Que. They have 
pleaded not guilty. An application for bail by their counsel, Mr A. 

de Bourbon, was turned down and they were remanded in custody. Evidence was 
that Mr David Masson found the arms after the amnesty in the homestead of 
their former farm manager, Mr Daniel Douglas Rawson, who had by then left 
the country. The arms included an FN rifle, three Claymore mines, phos- 
phorous and other grenades, plastic explosive, detonators, magazines and a 
large quantity of ammunition. The Massons allegedly hid the arms between 
rocks. On February 6, acting on information, police searched and found the 
arms. Mr David Masson returned from South Africa to face trial after his 
brother was arrested. The brothers’ defence was that although the arms were 
found on their farm they had no criminal intention of possessing the arms. 
As the amnesty expired before they discovered them they were afraid to hand 
them in to the authorities.

DEHIWA HEADMAN--The Government will restore all aspects of Zimbabwean culture 
that value chieftainship, says an expert on local customs and tribal affairs. 
Mr Dick Plowden, an official in the Ministry of Local Government and Housing 
was presiding over a headmanship row between the Rukau and Dehwa clans in the 
Mtoko district. The dispute, according to community leaders in the area, 
started at the turn of the century and reached a climax soon after indepen- 
dence when Mr Paul Fungai Manyenga of the Dehwa people was officially 
appointed headman. Mr Plowden surprised sup,orters of the two factions when 
he addressed the gathering in Shona. He told the Rukau delegation that 
there was no way they could reverse the Government appointment of Mr Manyenga 
as the traditional headman. He urged them to consult Chief Mutoko who could 
lead them to the spirit mediums in the area rather than approach the central 
Government on matters which could be solved traditionaliy. "Before the 
Government officially installed headman Dehwa, research was conducted fully 
on the root of the dispute and it was found necessary to take such action," 
Mr Plowden said. Since the Rukau house had allegedly held the headmanship 
illegally from the turn of the century, it was found appropriate to return 

it to its rightful place. The Rukau delegation reluctantly agreed to send 
their representative to Chief Mutoko who could lead them to the spirit 
mediums. Spirit mediums are the last resort in any chieftainship dispute.--
